When The King Was Born 


What great contrasts in the circum- 
stances of Christ Jesus our Lord! To a 
humble peasant girl came the mighty 
angel Gabriel, messenger of Heaven, to 
announce to the Jewish maiden an event 
the fulfillment of which was an impos- 
sibility apart from the utter miraculous. 
Of the promised child, he said: “He shall 
be great, and shall be called the Son of 
the Highests and the Lord God shall 
give unto him the throne of his father 
David: And he shall reign over the house 
of Jacob forever; and of his kingdom 
there shall be no end.” 


Promised by miracle, He was born of 
miracle. Here was the Son of God born 
a babe in a manger. Heaven hung a star 
in the firmament to mark the place, while 
sleepy Bethlehem lay unawere of the 
wonder which would forever establish it 
in the record of history. There was no 
room in the inn, but there was a star in 
the sky. There was no herald of trum- 
pets, but there were angelic choruses 
whose song of praise was distilled from 
the silence of the night. 


At Bethlehem, Deity came to dwell in 
mortal clay.

) desire peace. That longing must prevail 
| in the breast of every mother and father 
) with a son on the field of battle, of every 
) wife with a husband in the armed forces, 
) of every boy or girl whose father is fight- 
/ ing in an alien land, under the most try- 
| ing, and often intolerable, conditions so 
i he can help to make the future a bit 
| brighter and more certainly free for 


those he loves. Nor can we feature these 
splendid men themselves desiring any- 
thing but peace. They, too, long to be 
back in their own homeland again, sur- 
rounded by loved ones and friends. 


If we in this God-blest land, totally 


i free from the scars of an aggressor’s war, 
) long for peace; if we, who have scarcely 


known a real inconvenience resulting 
from war, long for peace, then what must 
be the character of the cry that wells up 
from the anguished hearts of those who 


- at least twice in a lifetime have seen the 


flower of their youth march off to a hope- 
less struggle from which many of them 
never returned, who have seen their fam- 
ilies broken up, their homes destroyed, 
their fortunes exhausted, their fellow 
men starved, tortured, enslaved and per- 
haps they themselves exiled from family, 
home and friends. Their cities have been 
reduced to rubble by bombings, their 
land scarred and ruined by the ravages 
of war, their employment has gone with 
the wind of fast-changing political and 
economic circumstances, their hopes for 
all time have been blasted, their bodies 
racked with hunger, disease and pain. 
Yet in the midst of all this they hear the 


| ominous sounds of wars and new rumors 


of wars. It is little wonder, then, that 
many of them have become literally men 
without hope. Can we blame them if 
they grasp at any straw that seems to 
guarantee their deliverance from the 
slough of despond? Hardly! 

In thinking about the desire for peace, 
1 wonder if there isn’t an amazing num- 
ber of mixed motives involved in our de- 
sires for peace. 

Do we want peace that we as a church 
may accept anew the challenge to get the 
gospel out to those other sheep which 
are not of this fold Are we aware that 
“This Is the hour of God’s power’? Are 
we conscious that we live in the hour 


- of decision, that today is ours? Ours to 
~ work and win souls for Christ? Tomor- 
_ row may be everlastingly too late! Or is 
our motive purely selfish? Do we want

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to be more free to go in our own careless, 
indifferent way with a devil-may-care 
attitude? Do we wish peace, not for bet- 
ter human and spiritual ends, but just 
so we may be free to spend more of our 
time and more of our money on ourselves 
and in heightening pursuit of wanton 
pleasure? 


It is high time we remembered the 
words of the prophet who declared, 
“There is no peace saith my God to the 
wicked!” You may object, that you are 
not wicked! And perhaps you are not! 
But we certainly dwell in the midst of a 
people of unclean lips, a people whose 
heart is far from God, a people who have 
deliberately decided to get along with- 
out God! His righteous commandments 
seem to mean little or nothing to most. 
His Day, even at the hour of worship, is 
commonly and unnecessarily desecrated, 
stores Open, amusements make holiday, 
sports are indulged, and the hour is util- 
ized for various kinds of drives and secu- 
lar enterprizes in total disregard to the 
spiritual demands of the human soul. 


Surely, every right-thinking citizen has 
been shocked by the disgusting disre- 


gard for real Christian, American mor-. 


ality that has been revealed—not only in 
national, but also in local scandals—when 
dishonest practices, and immoralities 
that would have galvanized an earlier 
generation into a campaign of civic 
righteouness can be uncovered, and, af- 
ter the first wave of public indignation 
has subsided, be quite easily forgotten. 
It is time again for a voice crying out of 
the wilderness, “Make your paths 
straight!” It is time to get off our gam- 
bling, drinking and narcotic sprees, time 
to thwart dishonesty in high places and 
low; time to quit lying, cheating and out- 
doing our neighbors; time to pay our 
honest debts and our taxes; time to 
choose and elect honorable men to high 
office. It’s time to fall upon our knees and 
cry out humbly and earnestly in the an- 
guish of repentant hearts for forgiveness 
of our sins and to ask the Almighty to 
spare us from the outraged wrath of His 
judgements. Unless we Christians lift 
our voices against the abominable cor- 
ruption that prevails in the world today, 
no one will. And if we don’t speak out 
to warn the wicked man from his wicked 
way, that wicked man will die in his sins, 
and his blood God will require at our 
hands. If we condone wickedness and 
corruption, we become accessories to the 
sin. Let us cry out constantly for purity 
and peace! 


Just as in Korea we hope for a just 
peace—a peace based on righteous prin- 
ciples—so God wants to make peace with 


those who are estranged from Him. “We 
have turned everyone to his own way.” 
We are by nature at enmity with God. 
But Christ came to bring us to reconcilia- 
tion and peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. The prophet foretell- 
ing His birth, stated: “His name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
mighty God... The Prince of Peace.” 
When He was born the shepherds heard 
the angel chorus of annunciation: “On 
earth peace, good will toward men.” 


Christ came to bring peace, and, thank 
God, He does bring peace. He will speak 
peace to every troubled soul—but only 
on the grounds of righteousness. This is 
no face-saving matter; it is a soul-saving 
matter. And it demands unconditional 
surrender of heart, life, the whole being 
—past, present and future—to the divine 
Saviour. 


When Jesus was departing from His 
disciples, He said, “Peace, I leave with 
you, My Peace I give unto you: not as 
the world giveth, give I unto you; let 
not your heart be troubled neither let it 
be afraid!” 

In this promise of peace that the Mas- 
ter gave is a thought-provoking phrase 
“Peace ... not as the world giveth, give 
I unto you.” Christ’s gift of peace is not 
contingent upon the whims of man, nor 
the machinations of power politics. It is 
a constant and lasting peace. How differ- 
ent from the peace the world possesses. 
Just when men and nations believe they 
have achieved a permanent peace, 
“When they shall say, Peace and safety; 
then sudden destruction cometh upon 
them, as travail upon a woman with 
child; and they shall not escape,” says 
the Holy Scripture. So also with man’s 
peace within his own sinful nature. 
There is the utmost of insecurity. For 
when he thinks he has finally triumphed 
over self and sin he suddenly discovers 
himself a helpless failure! 

There seems to be only one ultimate 
solution for men’s individual problems 
and the world’s turmoil—that solution is 
Christ. We must have the peace of God! 
We must have that inner divine strength 
that gives victory over self and _ sin. 
Christ can also solve the world’s gigantic 
problem of war and peace. But He can 
only do it when men are willing to sur- 
render themselves in their utter helpless- 
ness to Him. He can make even the 
wrath of men to praise Him. Thank God, 
there is coming a day when “The king- 
doms of this world are become the king- 
doms of our Lord, and His Christ; and 
He shall reign forever and ever.” 

But men who will may have peace 
themselves even before that auspicious 
day. Men may lose the torment of their 
fears, they may arise upon the wings of 
a spiritual life to a faith that believes 
God and witnesses his victory in human 
experience. 
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Whose Birthday Do We Celebrate?

At one time I was the teacher of a class 
of Primary boys in Sunday school, and 
while it was supposed to be my task to 
teach them, I shall never forget an im- 
portant truth that one of them taught 
me. It was near to the Christmas season, 
and as I recall, the class and I were 
awaiting the opening of the Sunday 
school session, and no doubt admiring 
the attractive birthday  offering-box 
which regularly was placed before us at 
the beginning of the Sunday school hour. 
One of the boys turned to me and asked: 


“Do you know anyone whose birthday 
is on Christmas day?” 


I thought for a moment and then re- 
called that one of my boyhood chums 
did have a birthday on Christmas day so 
I replied, “Why yes, I do.” 


“Who is it?” asked the boy. 
I named the boyhood chum. 
“Don't you know anyone else?” per- 


sisted the child. 
“No, I don’t think I do.” 
“Well, “exclaimed the youngster, his 


eyes twinkling mischievously, “What 
about Jesus?” 


I wonder how may other Christian be- 
lievers would have to be reminded that 
the overwhelming important individual 
in the Christmas season is our Lord Jesus 
Christ. How human it is to be taken up 
with gift-giving and festivities, and to be 
wholly unmindful of Him, whose incar- 
nation we celebrate. Though it may be 
true that many traditions in the Christ- 
mas celebration are of pagan origin, and 
that the time and season observed are of 
questionable accuracy, yet the fact indis- 
putably remains: the cardinal reason for 
the Christian believer's observance of 
Christmas is that it marks the occasion 
of the coming into this world of our di- 
vine Saviour. 


At Christmas time, the believer is cele- 
brating the fact that Mary “brought forth 
her firstborn son, and wrapped him in 
swaddling clothes, and laid him in a 
manger, not the fact that Santa Claus 
is on his way from the north pole. At 
Christmas time, the gift that the believer 
truly esteems is the “gift of God” of 
whom we may ask and receive living 
water. This season marks not primarily 
the time when families and loved ones 
gather in a heart-warming homecoming, 
but the time when “God sent forth his 
Son, made of a woman, made under the 
law, to redeem them that were under the 
law, that we might receive the adoption 
of sons.” 


It is true, of course, that the majority 
of us with our families and loved ones, 
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will observe Christmas as a time of fel- 
lowship and gift giving and festivity in 
general, and surely that is not displeasing 
to the Lord. But on the other hand, there 
ought to be some distinctly Christian fac- 
tors that have a part in the Christian’s 
Christmas. 

Inasmuch as Christmas is a time of 
gift giving and benevolence, we ought 
most definitely to include the Lord and 
His work as a vital entry upon our gift 
shopping list. And of course, the gift that 
we all can give Him, and that most 
pleases Him, is ourselves in complete 
and unreserved devotion. Christmas time 
ought to be a time of sincere dedication 
to the Master. And in addition, we can 
present a gift of our material means to 
the work of God. Yes, a true gift to some 
worthy Christian enterprise, not the 
mere diversion of our tithes from the 
storehouse where they belong. 

Likewise, inasmuch as Christmas is 
a time of fellowship, let us make a spe- 
cial point of fellowshipping with God 


during this season. Nothing is more love- 
ly than a Christian family on Christmas 
day, for a time refraining from fellow- 
ship and pleasantry with one another, 
and instead solemnly reading anew the 
Christmas story and together kneeling 
in prayer in the Lord's presence. 

Joy and festivity have their place in 
the Christmas season, and it is the Chris- 
tian who has the greatest right to be joy- 
ful. Christmas—the occasion when we 
celebrate the advent into the world of 
Jesus our Saviour—surely ought to be 
joyous for His redeemed saints. For the 
believer, then, there should be heartfelt | 
joy, not because of the mere fact of a — 
holiday and a social time, but because _ 
of an awareness of the true significance | 
of the occasion being celebrated. Our 
outward mood might appear similar to 
that of the celebrating worldling, but 
our inward motive differs greatly. 

May God bestow to one and all a most 


happy and blessed Christmas, made es- 


pecially so by our first concern to cele- 
brate in truth, the birthday of the Lord

Distinctively Pentecostal

ed similarity between the terms, “dis- 
tinctly” and “distinctively,” but the words 
are not the same. They belong to the 
same family of words, but must not be 
regarded as synonomous. 


Both words are adverbs. Distinctively is 
defined in the Century Dictionary as “in 
a distinct manner; with distinctness; not 
confusedly, unclearly, or obscurely; so 
as not to be confounded with anything 
else; without the blending of one part or 
thing with another: as, a proposition 
distinctly understood; a figure distinctly 
defined.” Whereas distinctively is defin- 
ed as “in a distinctive manner; with dis- 
tinction from or opposition (expressed 
or implied) to something else; peculiar- 
ly; characteristically; as, he was by this 
fact separated distinctively from all 
others; this work is distinctively literary.” 
And the diflerences between the two ad- 
verbs, distinctly and distinctively has 
been pointed out thus: “The former em- 
phasizes merely the fact of separation or 
distinction from other things by some pe- 
culiarity or specific difference; the latter 
emphasizes more especially the definite- 
ness and clearness with which this separ- 
ation or clearness exists or is perceived. 
Thus distinctively literary is peculiarly, 
or clearly and obviously, literary, as dis- 


The lexicographer might have illustrat- | 
ed his point further by saying that a dis- 
tinctively Pentecostal church is peculiar- 
ly, or clearly and obviously, Pentecostal, 
as distinguished from all other churches; 


and that a_ distinctively Pentecostal 
preacher is peculiarly, or clearly and ob- 
viously, Pentecostal, as distinguished 
from all other kinds of preachers. 

It is not enough that a man profess to 
be a Christian: he must be a Christian, 
a follower of Christ; otherwise his pro- 
fession is of no avail. And it is not enough

that a church or a preacher profess to be 
Pentecostal: they must be what they pro- 
fess to be; otherwise the term, so far as 
they are concerned, is a misnomer. Some 
have objected to the term Pentecostal for 
the reason, as they have asserted, that 
many have been known by this name 
who have been the victims of wild fanat- 
icism and whose lives have not measured 
up to the Bible standard. We have been 


told that in some places so much re- 
proach has been brought upon the cause 
by the fanatical performances of its pro- 
fessed adherents that to profess to be 
Pentecostal is to invite scorn, and to as- 
sert that any person is Pentecostal is to 
make him an object of ridicule. 


But is this a reason why we should re- 
ject the term? In many a community the 
Methodists were once regarded in the 
same manner, and it is undoubtedly true 
that, in the days of the great revival un- 
der Wesley and Whitefield, there was 
much fanaticism among them, but the 
church, in spite of this fanaticism, grew 
and prospered, and became great. A few 
years ago I met on a train a distinguish- 
ed Methodist minister, and we had a 
Jong conversation. He agreed with many 
of the things I said, and then remarked, 
“What I am afraid of is fanaticism. I 
want to steer clear of that. I don’t wan’t 
anything to do with it.” I said, “Doctor, 
I should like to ask you a question.” He 
said, “Go ahead.” I said, “Which is the 
greater menace of the Methodist Church 
today, formalism or fanaticism?” He was 
silent and in deep thought for a moment, 
and then answered, “Formalism.” He was 
honest enough to thus answer, and every 

honest Methodist would have to answer 
the question in the same way. I said to 
my good Methodist brother. “I am a lot 
more afraid of formalism than I am of 
fanaticism. The former has killed a lot 
of churches; I do not know that the lat- 
ter has actually killed any.” And I added 
that whenever God comes forth in real 
power, as He did in the days of the great 
Methodist revival, and as He has in these 
days of the great Pentecostal outpouring 
of the Spirit, some people are very likely 
to get into the flesh, and do some un- 
seemly things that we wish might not be 
done. Some Christians have brought re- 
proach by their conduct on the cause of 
Christianity, but we are not for that rea- 
son going to reject Christianity, or re- 
fuse to be known as Christians. Neither 
because some Pentecostal people have 
gone into fanaticism, and have done un- 
seemly things, are we going to refuse to 
be known as Pentecostal Christians. 


The early church was a distinctively 
- Pentecostal church; every assembly in the 
apostolic age was a Pentecostal assembly; 
and our contention is that what charac- 
terized that early church ought to have 

characterized the church from that day 
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to this, and ought to be characterizing 
the church.in every part of the world 
today. 


Pentecostal people believe, not only in 
regeneration, and in sanctification; they 
believe also in the baptism in the Spirit 
according to Acts 2:4, and in the gifts of 
the Spirit, or, the nine-fold manifesta- 
tion of the Spirit, as that nine-fold mani- 
festation is set forth by the Apostle Paul 
in his First Epistle to the Corinthians. 
No man who does not believe in the 
baptism in the Holy Ghost, as the early 
church received it, and in the gifts of 
the Spirit, as those gifts were possessed 
and exercised by the Christians of the 
apostolic era, has any right to be known 
as Pentecostal. And he who believes in 
these things, if his life accords with his 
faith, has a right to be regarded as a 
Pentecostal Christian, and must be so 


regarded. 


Our peculiar distinction, as Pentecost- 
al believers, is that we believe in the bap- 
tism in the Spirit, with the sign of speak- 
ing in other tongues, as the Spirit gives 
utterance, and that we also believe in 
the exercise of the gifts of the Spirit, not 
only in private, but in the public assem- 
bly, in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of Scripture. And he who not 
only believes this but lays emphasis upon 
it I regard as distinctively Pentecostal. 


I have a conviction that many minis- 
ters among us cannot claim this honor. 
You can hear them preach Sunday after 
Sunday, or it may be through a whole 
evangelistic campaign, and not say one 
word about the baptism in the Holy 
Ghost or the gifts of the Spirit. Invita- 
tions are given to sinners to come to the 
altar and get saved, but no effort is made 
to get believers to come and be filled 


with the Holy Ghost. Such preachers 
may be distinctively evangelical, but 
they are certainly not distinctively Pen- 
tecostal. 

As long as the early church remained 
distinctively Pentecostal it was a church 
of power, and it made progress by leaps 


- and bounds. It was when it ceased to be 


thus distinctively Pentecostal that re- 
trogression set in. It was when a few peo- 
ple got back to the principles of primi- 
tive Christianity, and began to pray for 
an outpouring of the Spirit, that God 
came forth in power at the beginning of 
this Pentecostal revival; and as long as 
we clung to these principles, and em- 
phasized the importance of the baptism 
in the spirit, and our privilege, as Spirit- 
baptized Christians, to have the gifts of 
the Spirit in evidence in our midst, we 
grew at a most remarkable rate, until 
there was scarcely a spot on the face of 
the earth where there were not some who 
had received the baptism in the Holy 
Ghost; there was no country where we 
were not known. 


And if every Pentecostal preacher, 
every Pentecostal church, every Pente- 
costal Christian, were distinctively Pen- 
tecostal today, our progress would doubt- 
less be much more marked, and those 
who watch us would be more astonished 
than they have yet been.

It was a real privilege to min- 
ister to the group at the night service and 
to dedicate the building Brother Wilhite 
has purchased in the interest of the local 
assembly. We enjoyed the ministry of 
Sister Carter of Fallon in the afternoon. 
Brother Wilhite has been fortunate in 
obtaining commodious quarter. Formerly 
a State Senator's home, it has large rooms 
and can be remodeled so there may be

This gives him a 
small income, but he also has to do some 
other work in order to have enough in- 
come to support his family. He is not 
only pastor in Ely, but he also ministers 
in Eureka, a town about 75 miles west, 
every Thursday night, endeavoring to 
get a work established there. 

We journeyed from Ely to Elko and 
looked over the new church, which was 
purchased last year from the Mormons, 
while Brother Tewell was pastor. Brother 
Walter Smith, formerly of Reno, is now 
the pastor. Living quarters are being fix- 
ed up in the basement in order to save 
rent. The purchase of this building was

is That A Threat Or A Promise? 


Did anybody ever ask you that ques- 
tion? You had probably made some pre- 
diction of what you might do, and you 
were asked whether you considered it 
a threat or a promise. 

The truth of the matter is that the at- 
titude of the one asking the question 
determines the answer. God has made 
a lot of statement in His Word about 
which we could ask the above uestion. 
The two-sided aspect of many things in 
the Bible is what we wish to bring to you” 
attention in this topic. 

I House Or Gop 

First consider with me the House of 
God, your church as a building. The 
moment you step in through the front 
door you are in the back of the church. 
You walk down the aisle toward the 
front, bypass the platform, go through 
another door and find yourself out in 
back of the church. Yes, your church 
has two fronts and two backs, as soon 
as you step from outside to inside, every- 
thing is the just the opposite of what it 
was. Why? Your viewpoint has changed. 

What is true in the physical sense is 
also true in the spiritual. Asaph was the 
choir director in the temple worship at 
Jerusalem. But one day he got to watch- 
ing his rich neighbors and their sinful 
lives. He became discouraged and de- 
cided it was useless to serve God. He 
was just about ready to say so, too, but 
he knew it would offend God’s people. 
His discouragement was so painful to 
him that he could not bear to think about 
it. But worship time came. 

When he got in the sanctuary, he un- 
derstood. His doubts vanished. His grief 
and discouragement were gone. Why? 
His viewpoint was changed. He saw 
from God’s angle, and the threat became 
a promise, and the promise a threat. 

Another example of the two view- 
points is in the story otf the children of 
Israel preparing to cross the Red Sea. 
The same pillar of cloud that was behind 
the children of Israel was in front of the 
Egyptians, but to the one it gave a need- 
ed light for the night march through the 
Red Sea, while to the other it was a cur- 
tain of pitch blackness. It all depended 
on which side you found yourself. I’m 
sure that if one of the Israelites had been 
so foolish as to walk through the pillar of 
light behind them he would have found 
himself in the darkness. 

Il ResuRRECTION 

The doctrine of the resurrection of 

the dead; is it a threat or a promise? 
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Again, it all depends on how you stand, 
If you are among those “who have done 
evil,” it carries pretty much of a threat. 
The “resurrection of damnation” is not 
a nice thing to think about. The sinner 
is to be provided with a resurrection 
body; but instead of enjoying the bliss 
of heaven, he will be cast into the lake 
of fire. This is definitely a threat, a ser- 
ious threat, that should make anybody 
realize that evil living reaps an awful 
penalty. 

The fact that we know these things 
makes us responsible to those who do not 
know them. We can use the knowledge 
we have to show people their great need 
of a Savior. 

To the saint, the thought of a future 
resurrection is a bright promise which 
makes us steadfast in our daily living, 
and causes us to be always abounding in 
the work of the Lord. 

It bears us up in times of great trial. 


III Currst’s RETURN 

Jesus made a wonderful promise to 
His disciples before He went away. Yet, 
that which is a wonderful promise and 
“blessed hope” to the Christian, is strik- 
ing fear into many hearts today. God’s 
Word states the fact: Jesus is coming 
again to earth. Whether it be threat or 
promise is up to you. 

God states it as a promise, for He 
knows the wretched state of world af- 
fairs, and He knows that Jesus is the 
ene and only solution to all its problems. 
Men who reject God’s way treat the pos- 
sibility of His intervention in world af- 
fairs as a definite threat to themselves 
and do all they can to thwart the progress 
of God’s plans. 

The Apostle John was the last one 
to announce the soon return of our Lord. 
To him it was a delightful promise, a 
blessed hope, for he greets it with a 
hearty “Amen.” And then adds his own 
invitation to Jesus by saving, “... come, 
Lord Jesus.” Do you feel that way about 
itP If you do, it is because you, like John, 
are ready for Him to come. You love to 
do His will, and vou long to see Him 
face to face.

You have 
begun to learn at the feet of great minds, 
to absorb the basic teachings of reading, 
writing and arithmetic. You will soon be 
learning to play together, sing together, 
and work together. You will know no 
barrier of color, for you will enjoy play- 
ing with those whose faces are not the 
color of yours. You will hold no preju- 
dice, nor will you retain anger, for when 
you have fought over a toy and have lost 
in the fight, in sixty minutes you will not 
continue to hurt, but will begin a new 
hour with your friend, who but a little 
while ago was your enemy. These lessons 
which you already know, you can pass 
on to those who are older and ought to 
know. There is much you can teach a 
generation whose greed has led them in- 
to two great wars and threatens a third. 
You can teach them humility, for Jesus, 
Himself, said that unless we would hum- 
ble ourselves as a little child we would 
in no wise enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. It is pride of race and pride of 
face and pride of place that has kept 
many a grown person outside the pearly 
white gates. 


You already have a gift with which 
you were endowed; God gave it to you. 
It is the gift of faith, simple faith, child- 
like faith, faith that trusts and is not 
afraid, faith that believes for the impos- 
sible, faith that accepts. You know there 
is a heavenly Father and you know that 
Jesus died on the cross and that He is 
your only Saviour. Only foolish, unlearn- 
ed intellectuals doubt what you already 
know. So do not lose that priceless gift 
which your heavenly Father has given to 
you, that gift of faith.

munity church group. The building, a 
former furniture store with living quar- 
ters in the rear, is between Gardnerville 
and Minden. The towns are only a mile 
apart, so you hardly know you are out of 
one and into the other. So the location is 
ideal for reaching both communities, 
Both of the Rowletts are working to sup- 
port their three children and to help 
meet the expenses. They, too, should be 
highly commended for their interest and 
burden, Some of the people are from the 
Indian reservation close by. There is a 
nucleus of believers for the foundation of 
a good work in due time. We were happy 
to see Brother and Sister Young, who 
have been carrying on a Sunday school 
in Genoa, a town to the north, for many 
years. We appreciate their devotion and 
zeal for the work of the Lord. There is 
no question but that there are definite 
results in the lives of some of the young 
people whom they have influenced. 


The next morning we went on to Car- 
son City to visit Brother and Sister Hu- 
bert Rannells and famliy and to look 
over the church and conditions in Ne- 
vada’s capital. Brother and Sister Cau- 
dill laid the foundation for a church 
building and a garage, making some real 
sacrifices. They lived in quarters many 
would not live in, and supported them- 
selves, doing it for the gospel’s sake. The 
church building is partially erected. 
Brother Rannells, a good carpenter (if 
it were possible to obtain a loan of about 
$3,000), can finish it, making living quar- 
ters in the back, thus saving their rent of 
$40 a month. The church is in a good 
location, in a residential district, and ap- 
pears to be a real challenge. It should be 
completed and the living quarters made 


usable. They have another lot alongside 


the church that later could be used for 
a parsonage as needed. They would be 
able to pay around $50 a month on a 
loan. We trust the Lord will raise up 
someone who can advance the needed 
amount so that Brother Rannells can 
complete what has been started. It will 
be a credit to the Assemblies of God and 
the work we all represent. Please pray 
with us that this need will be met. 

In Reno we had a visit with Brother 
and Sister Elmes, who have just gone to 
the pastorate there. We found them in 
the midst of trying to get settled, happy 
in the feeling they are in the will of God, 
and’ believing hat the Lord will help 
them in the opportunity the work pre- 
sents. The Reno church is a fine brick 
building, which includes the parsonage. 
It has been one of the main works in Ne- 
vada for many years. May the Lord con- 
tinue to bless under the leadership of 
Brother and Sister Elmes. 

We would like to have visited other 
places in Nevada, but to have done so 


would have required many, many moré 
miles of travel and more time than we 
could be away. However, I do want to 
mention the other churches in the State. 
Hawthorne, where Brother Carl Ander- 
son is pastor, is a good work. The par- 
sonage and church, owned by the as- 
sembly, are a real credit to the congre- 
gation and to the fellowship. The church 
in Las Vegas has been in existence for 
many years and has had several pastors. 
The present pastor, T. G. Sutton, has 
fallen heir to the task of completing the 
new church building. They have a par- 
sonage and a good group of people. Las 
Vegas, Hawthorne, and Reno are the 
larger groups in Nevada. Sister Dorothy 
Morgan has been at Beatty for a number 
of years, pastoring the community 
church. She is to be commended for her 
courage and zeal. The Lord has blessed 
her. We are glad for the spirit and vision 
she has for her work for the Lord. 


Though only 35 towns have a popula- 
tion over 500, there may be some smaller 
communities worth-while entering in due 
time. Nevada has only between 60 and 
70 centers of population; so the 35 repre- 
sent about half of the communities. Hav- 
ing an open door in 11, we are challeng- 
ed by the other 24. We trust the Lord 
will lay this burden on the hearts of our 
good people. As we continue to pray for 
the lost, let us not forget the State of Ne- 
vade. We trust the churches of our Dis- 
tric will get behind our District program: 
and help us in the support of workers | 
willing to go. We are glad for what we 
are able to do through our home missions 
fund; but there is surely a great need, 
and with the limited funds we have, we — 
can onlv do so much. At the present time 
we are sending only $150 a month into 
Nevada to help the workers. This is not 
very much, but along with the places we 
have in California, this is about our 
limit at the present time. We surely ap- 
preciate the pioneer spirit of the work- — 
ers and the willingness of a good many 
of them to go out and do secular work to — 
help in the support of themselves and 
their families in order to keep the works 
going. 


God bless these dear workers. There 
are wide open spaces, with many miles 
between, but when the day of fellowship 
comes, they are glad to get into their 
cars and drive scores or even hundreds 
of miles in order to enjoy fellowship. 
And a real fellowship it is to meet to- 
gether and to break bread. Of course, 
best of all are the spiritual blessings. 
Everyone feels it was good to have gone 
even though it entailed a lot of time and 
expense in making the long: journey. 
Continue to bear these workers up before 
the throne of grace that their labors in 
Nevada will not be in vain. And pray 
that God will thrust forth others into 
the work to be done in this great State.

W. M. C. Have Interesting Meetings 


This last month has been one of great 
activity for the Women’s Missionary 
Councils in both sectional and local ral- 
lies and meetings. The response to the 
recent Setter regarding Christmas boxes 
for home and foreign missionaries, or- 
_ phans, and missionary children has been 
wonderful. Every group seems to be tak- 
ing on new enthusiasm and fervor as 
they work and pray for this great pro- 
ject of encouragement and blessing for 
others. 


We heard good reports of a meeting at 
Stockton, also of the shower for Eileen 
Edwards at Vallejo, when, along with 
other things needed for India, the lovely 
long-short wave radio that many of us 
saw at camp meeting on display was pre- 
sented to her. 

There was also a sectional rally at 
Roseville, where the Lord met us in a 
precious way as reports of interesting 
work were given, and Brother Grant, the 
Kru pastor from Sierra Leone, West Afri- 
ca, gave his testimony of learning Eng- 
lish in a Catholic mission school, being 
saved in an Assembly of God mission and 
filled with the blessed Holy Ghost, now 
attending Glad Tidings Bible Institute 
that he might be a better pastor to his 
congregaion of over. 450 Kru people. 
Mrs. Daisy Kennedy conducts W.M.C. 
classes for the women of his church and 
many quilts have been made for their 
native outstation workers. They have 
learned to sew and make many useful 
articles through the women’s activites, 
though their most prominent work is 
home visitation where they witness and 
_ pray for those who desire salvation, the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, healing, or 
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to be loosed from the powers of dark- 
ness. Sister Marion Minogue and I gave 
reports and encouraged the women to 
tithe their W.M.C. offerings for the Dis- 
trict fund as there are so many needy 
projects. Sister McMillan demonstrated 
several of her beautiful and colorful 
flannel-board backgrounds. We are trust- 
ing some of the women will take an in- 
terest in this work for our missionaries, 
as it has proven so useful in giving the 
gospel messages. 


At Santa Cruz, again the Lord met 
with the women of Coast Counties in 
their sectional rally. There was roll call, 
followed by reports and suggestions, and 
then Sister Edwards moved us from tears 
to laughter to prayer as she told of her 
beloved India and her call to that dark 
land where she soon expects to return. 
Brother Simon Grant, the native Kru 
pastor, answered questions regarding his 
work, his people, and his country of 
Sierra Leone, West Africa. This was fol- 
lowed by a panel discussion: “The W.M. 
C. as Witnesses.” Sister Ferne Murray 
had prepared a clever chart from which 
she illustrated the “Go Ye” Scripture— 
Jerusalem as the local church, Judea and 
Samaria as home missions, and the utter- 
most parts of the world as foreign mis- 
sions. Then Brother Gaston spoke on the 
relationship of the W.M.C. to the local 
church and pastor. Mrs. Thurmond 
spoke on home missions, calling on Mil- 
dred James, one of our former home mis- 
sionaries to the Indians at Weitchpec 
(Judea), who has just returned from 
three years in the central part of Alaska 
(Samaria), witnessing to the Indians and 
Eskimos at Nikolai. The speakers for 


foreign missions were Eileen Edwards 
and Rey. and Mrs. Ovid Dillingham, all 
from India. The evening service was a 
missionary meeting with Brother and 
Sister Dillingham speaking. The “Cheer- 
bringers,” a group of Junior Hi School 
girls in the Santa Cruz church, were in 
charge of the preliminaries and gave 
several ukelele numbers and told of their 
activites, which started last year with a 
few girls making Christmas cards into at- 
tractive S. S. awards, scrap books and 
such for missionaries. They presented 
Sister Edwards with 600 pieces of beauti- 
ful art work to take to her girls in India. 
They told about their ukelele group, 
which has now grown to 14 in number, 
and how they take cheer into the various 
rest homes for aged people in the city, 
the County Hospital and wherever invi- 
tations are received. They are doing an 
exemplary work—truly missionary—giv- 
ing blessing and cheer to others, under 
the able leadership of two young women 
in the church who act as counselors. 
They displayed a poster showing their 
many activities. Another attractive poster 
was displayed by the Bethel-Watsonville 
young women. These, we trust, will be 
available for our District Council W.M. 
C. meeting. 


Because of the grand response in funds 
from these rallies and from some individ- 
uals and local groups, we have been able 
to send a check for $100 to the Home 
Missions Department at Springfield, our 
pledge toward the heating system for the 
Juneau, Alaska, Children’s Home. We 
thank everyone who had a part. We also 
paid some $30 more on the draperies for 
the Bible School chapel. Pledges were 
taken for $60, but these were not all met 
and the material came to $90, but we 
were glad to have this amount in the 
fund so it could be paid.

Nation’s Traffic Deaths Move On To 
Million Mark 


The National Safety Council said traf- 
fic deaths on the nation’s highways are 
mounting, as expected, toward the 1,000,- 
000 mark. 


The council announced the total num- 
ber of deaths for the first nine months of 
this _year—26,630—which pushed the 
grand total since the advent of the auto- 
mobile “well past 990,000.” 


That leaves less than 10,000 to go be- 
fore the the millionth traffic death is re- 
corded. The council said its earlier esti- 
mate that the millionth fatality would oc- 
cur during the third week of December 
has not been changed by the latest fig- 
ures 


- September alone accounted for 3,650 
persons killed in traffic accidents. A fac- 
tor in this total, the highest for any 
month since September, 1931, was the 
highest Labor Day traffic death toll on 
record. 


The nine-month total of 26,630 was 
eight per cent higher than for the same 
period in 1950. 

Last year’s toll on the highways was 
59,000. That was the highest total since 
1941—the all time record year for traffic 
deaths, 39,969. 

For the first nine months this year, 
the council said, only 11 of 47 states re- 
porting has fewer traffic deaths than last 
year. 


Delinquent Youths Using Narcotics 


The California Youth Authority dis- 
closed nearly one of every 10 boys and 
girls sent to its institutions recently has 
been a user of narcotics. 


The disclosure is the result of a study 
by the authority to find out just how bad 
the narcotics traffic is among juveniles. 
Karl Holton, youth authority director, 
said the survey has shown narcotics is a 
“very serious problem” among girls and 
is bigger than ever before among all ju- 
veniles. 

The survey covered all boys and girls 
admitted to the authority’s institutions 
from last April through July. Of the 643 
admitted, 52 admitted having used nar- 
cotics. 

These 52 did not include one-time 
users who tried it “just for a lark.” Hol- 
ton said, and 39.6 per cent of the juven- 
iles were classed as habitual users. Most 
of the youths were 17 and 18 years old 
and 25 per cent of them had used habit- 
forming heroin. 
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Senator Suggests Return To 
Family Worship 


Probing deeply into the tragic truths 
of teen-age dope addiction across the 
U.S. Senator Charles W. Tobey, out- 
spoken member of the Senate’s Crime In- 
vestigation Committee, called for a re- 
turn to family worship in American 
homes as a permanent means of com- 
batting juvenile delinquency. 

Senator Tobey, in a statement com- 
mending the work of the “Family Wor- 
ship Hour” broadcast, voluntarily aired 
by one hundred stations in the U.S. said: 
“A return to the old custom of family 
worship in American homes would do 
much to combat juvenile delinquency. It 
is an acknowledged fact that most of 
these unfortunate American parents, in 
addition to providing the right kind of 
home for their children, must make it 
their business to know intimately the 
conditions that prevail around the 
schools which they attend and know the 
people their children associate with.” 
Sound words! 


Israel Figures 


During 1950, 169,430 immigrants en- 
tered Israel, according to the Jewish 
Monthly, making a total of 510,399 since 
the establishment of the State. Forty- 
five per cent, hailed from Eastern Eur- 
ope, 34.5 per cent, from Asia (including 
the Yemen, 15.3 per cent from Africa. 
The largest number of immigrants in 


1950 (47,000) came from Roumania. The 
second place was occupied by Iraq with 
31,500, followed by Poland with 25,000. 
Taking figures from May, 1945, to 
September, 1950, Israel with 533,000. :ab- 
sorbed 76.14 per cent of Jewish immi- 
erants, the United States with 115,000 
absorbed 16.43 per cent, and was follow- 
ed by Canada, (23,000), Latin America 
(17,000), and Australia (12,000). 


Atom Plane To Race Sun 


The first atomic airplane will be able 
to fly a mission anywhere on the globe 
under a constant protection of darkness. 

With a minimum top speed of 1,000 
miles per hour, it will fly at the same 
speed as the sun travels around the 
carth,, keeping the earth between it and 
the sun. 

That fantastic peek into the future has 
been given by the air force and the 
Atomic Energy Commission with the 
partial lifting of the curtain of secrecy — 
surrounding the atom-powered airplane. 

The 1,000 miles-per-hour speed would _ 
be required for a globe circling mission 
in darkness near the equator. 

At the latitude of the United States, 
such a mission would require a speed of 
about 750 miles an hour. 


Higher Taxes 


A Chicago private tax and business 
law organization has compiled the fol- 
lowing figures for the average American 
who is 29 years of age. At going rates he 
would pay $34,700 in taxes-representing 
22 per cent of his earnings—by the time 
he is 65. This average 29-year-old Ameri- 
can will have an annual income of $4,300 
a year. One fifth of this man’s work is 
done so he can pay taxes.
